Ray mo nd Ho mb eck, who was 
walking fro m his dining ro o m to 
his liv ing ro o m when the b last 
stru ck, was kno cked u nco nscio u s 
b y the co ncu ssio n. 
HE WAS RUSHED in dazed 
co nditio n to the o ffice 
o f 
Dr. 
Antho ny J. To cco in Sto ne Ridge, 
treated and later admitted to 
Kingsto n Ho sp ital fo r o b serv a­ 
tio n. Au tho rities said his co ndi­ 
tio n was go o d and he might b e 
discharged to day . 
The Ho mb eck dwelling is lo ­ 
cated near the ju nctio n o f Bin­ 
newater ro ad and Keato r s Co r­ 
ner’s ro ad. 
A nex t-do o r neighb o r, who se 
ho u se was shaken b y the b last, 
said if Mr. Ho mb eck had b een 
ab o u t “two feet iu rther it wo u ld 
hav e go tten him.” He was walk­ 
ing into the liv ing ro o m to u n­ 
ho o k the telev isio n set when 
lightning rip p ed thro u gh the 
attic, seco nd and first flo o rs and 
ended u p in the b asement Mr. 
Ho mb eck was b lo wn b ack b y 
the fo rce o f the b last 
MRS. HORNBECK. who wa s 
in the kitchen at the time o f the 
b last, was shaken u p b u t no t 
inju red. 
The lightning stru ck a su dden 
su mmer sto rm which b ro ke o v er 
the Binnewater area sho rtly b e­ 
fo re 
dark, 
b ringing with it 
heav y rain and hailsto nes. 
The same b o lt also stru ck 
three trees in the y ard, o ne j 
ab o u t 50 feet fro m the ho u se, 
acco rding to Mrs. Gu s Ko nen, a 
neighb o r, who se ho me is sep a­ 
rated fro m the Ho mb eck dwel­ 
ling b y a driv eway . 
MRS. KONEN said three trees 
—a map le, lo cu st and ash—were 
stru ck. One p ro b ab ly will hav e 
to co me do wn and cracked limb s 
p ru ned fro m the o ther two . The 
same flash also damaged trees 
in a wo o dlo t which Mrs. Ko nen 
estimated to b e ab o u t 100 feet 
fro m the Ho mb eck residence. 
“There was a terrib le ex p lo ­ 
sio n,” she said.

The current attack on the American press is 
characteristic of a reaction against freedom. The 
American press consists of numerous publications, 
newspapers, news magazines, newsletters, pam-< 
phlets, radio and television newscasters and com­ 
mentators. Their number Is not limited to the 
daily newspapers but^are legion, and they are 
variously owned..

For instance, among the Conservatives, a 
Washington newsletter "Human Events* is a free 
organ of ex pression; among the anti-Semites, such 
a paper as "Common Sense" enjoys wide cur­ 
rency; while the "National Guardian" provides 
Member American Newspaper Publishers' Association, j ^ 
]ine for the Communists and their felOW- 
travellers. These are but three of typical organs 
of dissent if we recognize what is called the mid-, 
dle-of-the-road as a symbol of orthodox y. 
Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, addressing American 
editors last April, said: 
", . . Since most of you take the official line, 
that the only important fact of life is our im­ 
minent danger from the international conspiracy, 
most of you have watched the erosion of freedom 
without a twinge.'. • *” 
Fortunately what he here says is not true, but 
it is characteristic of the attack on American 
publications. Although there has been too great 
a tendency, developed over the past two decades, 
to accept a government handout as news, no one 
can identify an imposed official line. Certainly 
what may be lacking iff ordinary reporting, some 
columnist w ill catch, and what may be missing in 
one organ of ex pression will be found in another. 
Somehow*, somewhere, the news does get out. 
Controversy over the news is not as forceful 
and vitriolic as when Horace Greeley, Charles 
Dana or William Randolph Hearst wrote edi­ 
torials, but then this is another era and the tem­ 
per of the people is different. It is characteristic 
of this period that those who use a powerful fist 
for causes are not as avidly read as those who 
approach their problem with reason. The public 
is not a little weary of more than 20 years of the 
same controversy.

Men like Dr. Hutchins are often antagonistic 
40 the press because newspapers do not accept 
their particular line of thought. If every news­ 
paper in the United States echoed the thinking 
of Dr. Hutchins or anyone elae, would the press 
be more free than It Is today ? 
The main problem relating to freedom of the 
press that an editor faces today is not inside the 
newspaper but outside it. Understandably in time 
of war, an entire sector of information must be 
withheld from the public lest it interfere with 
war activities, give aid and comfort to the enemy, 
etc. In ordinary' circumstances, when the war is 
over, we return to normal procedures.

Washington, July 6—Krishna 
Menon, described as "India’s 
roving ambassador” but who is 
really an instrument of Soviet 
policy, Is getting quite a pub­ 
licity buildup in America—which 
is ex actly what he has sought in 
Order to enable him to carry out 
his mission of so-called media­ 
tion between Red China and the 
United State* 
Not only nas Menon inter­ 
jected himself as a "mediator” 
and virtually demanded that 
President Eisenhower give him 
time for conversation "at the 
summit” here, but be would, if 
he could, continually bypass the 
Secretary of State. Fortunately, 
Mr. Eisenhower doesn’t see al­ 
leged envoys of the Communist 
or neutralist world without Mr. 
Dulles being present 
MENON WAS given an op­ 
portunity to address the Nation­ 
al Press Club here this week. 
He also obtained the limelight 
during the recent United Na­ 
tions celebration in San Fran­ 
cisco. His doubletalk, however, 
has never been more vividly il­ 
lustrated than in his answers to 
questions. Thus, when he took 
issue at the press club with the 
blanket description of India as 
"neutralist,'’ he said: 
"We are not neutral in regard 
to peace and social justice. . . . 
We are not neutral toward at­ 
tempts to conciliate Internation­ 
al differences." - 
BUT A FEW minutes later 
Menon said his country was not 
"concerned with who is right 
and who is wrong” but wanted 
to find a way to solve the whole 
problem of Americans held by 
Red China.

THE "ROVING Ambassador" 
from New Delhi isn’t evidently 
concerned either with the fact 
that the United Nations de­ 
clared Red China an aggressor 
and that the Peiping govern­ 
ment insulted and denounced 
the UN at Geneva last year 
and still refuses to allow a set­ 
tlement of the Korean problem 
to be undertaken under the 
auspices of the UN. The Red 
China 
government 
naturally 
wants 
its partisan, 
Krishna 
Menon, to handle this matter 
because of a confidence that he 
will achieve what the UN re­ 
fused to do for the Commu­ 
nists. 
Menon, moreover, doesn’t hesi­ 
tate to say publicly now that the 
Mastu and Quemoy group of 
islands, as well as Formosa, 
should be handed over to the 
Red China regime. Why should 
any one be trusted as a "media­ 
tor” who openly champions the 
cause of one or the other of the 
parties to a dispute? This ques­ 
tion presents no difficulty to the 
crafty mind of Krishna Menon 
but the situation makes little 
sense to those who respect the 
moral position of the United Na­ 
tions and of this country in the 
disputes with Soviet Russia and 
Red China. 
MENON’S FORMULA is for 
the United States to give up all 
bases and all her interests in the 
Far East, dissolve the National­ 
ist army which is helping to de­ 
fend Southeast Asia and sell out 
the South Korean government 
to the Communists.

South is in for serious trouble 
with the AFL-CXO, the United 
Mine Workers and the railroad 
unions. 
These 
great 
political 
forces, operating under union 
credentials and a thin pretense 
of representing "labor,” are just 
skirmishing to date, but with 
enough force and bloodshed to 
show that the movement has not 
changed since the wild insur­ 
rections in the northern indus­ 
trial states in the mid-thirties. 
The terroristic tactics in the 
Louisville 
and Nashville 
and 
Southern Bell Telephone strikes 
are practically the same as those 
of the CIO revolution under John 
L. Lewis and the United Auto 
Workers under Walter Reuther 
and his brother, Victor. 
Walter Reuther seems genteel 
in his dealings with Ford and 
General Motors. 
He has been 
cleaned up and represented as a 
political genius with a most 
promising future. 
Justice Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas, of the Supreme 
Court, made a speech to an an­ 
nual convention of the CIO a 
few years ago and; just now, all 
comprehensive political specula­ 
tion includes Douglas among the 
presidential possibilities for I960, 
as Reuther*« candidate. 
However, 
Reuther, * himself, 
must be reckoned- with because 
the presidency would be a grand 
triumph for a man who closed a 
letter from Russia to American 
union revolutionaries back home 
in 1934, "Carry on the fight for 
a Soviet America.” The authen­ 
ticity of this commitment, signed 
"Vic and Wal,” has been chal­ 
lenged. Walter ‘Reuther claims 
it is distorted, but without spe­ 
cifications.

There are only 80,000 such jobs 
in the whole state and the av­ 
erage wage in 1954 was only $54. 
Newspapers urgently insist that 
the state needs more "industry " 
to encourage natives to stay 
home. 
In this respect, Arkansas prob­ 
ably is the most laggard of the 
southern states, but a. great 
economic revolution has been 
going on across the south for 
years, largely devoted to war 
business in the first place. It 
will continue until the north and 
east have lost their old advan­ 
tage over the field-hand popu­ 
lation of the denim country. 
That does not mean that all the 
southern operators will be "fug­ 
itives" from the harassments of 
union agents, pickets and law­ 
yers and the harsh laws of the 
north and east There is a great 
net growth of “industry" for the 
whole country and much of it is 
found tn the south. 
Inevitably, the unions shove 
their frontiers ahead as factor­ 
ies of many kinds rise in virgin 
territory. Inevitably, when un­ 
ions move into new country 
there is resistace from the gov­ 
erning element and, for that 
matter, from workers, too, who 
are unaccustomed to coercion 
and all the personal nastiness of 
picket activity, especially at the 
homes of non-joiners and non­ 
strikers. But the unions always 
win and already in the south, 
Alabama has a governor as par­ 
tial to unions as any governor 
Mkhign ever had. Orval Faubus, 
of Arkansas, attended Common­ 
wealth College, a Communist 
school. 
He is a radical Dem­ 
ocrat. Tex as had a Jiard time 
standing off the CIO in last 
year's election, and the fight in 
Louisiana was won by the regu­ 
lar Democrats by a narrow mar­ 
gin. Many orthodox southern 
Democrats place their hopes in 
Eisenhower only because the 
AFL-CIO and other elements of 
this revolutionary invasion of 
their homeland oppose him. 
With all the ex perience of the 
north available for study and

r e s i s t a n c e 
against the unio* still follows 
futile lines.

The current attack on the American press is 
characteristic of a reaction against freedom. The 
American press consists of numerous publications, 
Editor 
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LONGER DAYLIGHT 
Daylight saving is liked by most city- 
dweilers and is widely unpopular in farming 
areas, but it is making headway. Hereto­ 
fore the rule has been to end it on Sept. 26. 
But now New' Jersey has extended the 
period until Nov. I, an action previously 
taken by New York. Similar legislation is 
pending in Pennsylvania and Delaware. 
The friends of daylight saving have al­ 
ways thought the September ending too 
early. Fine weather, permitting outdoor 
activities after the city man's' return home 
from work can generally be counted on 
till Nov. I. In many parts of the country 
autumn is apt to offer the best weather of 


travellers. These are but three of typical organs 
of dissent if we recognize what is called the mid­ 
dle-of-the-road as a symbol of orthodoxy. 
Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, addressing American 
editors last April, said: 
**. . . Since most of you take the official line, 
that the only im portant fact of life is our im­ 
m inent danger from the international conspiracy, 
most of you have watched the erosion of freedom 
without a twinge. . . . ” 
Fortunately w hat he here says is not true, but 
it is characteristic of the attack on American 
publications. Although there has been too great 
a tendency, developed over the past two decades, 
to accept a government handout as news, no one 
can identify an imposed official line. Certainly 
what may be lacking iff ordinary reporting, some 
columnist will catch, and w hat may be missing in 
one organ of expression will be found in another. 
Somehow, somewhere, the news docs get out. 
Controversy over the news is not as forceful 
and vitriolic as when Horace Greeley, Charles 
Dana or William Randolph H earst wrote edi­ 
torials, but then this is another era and the tem ­ 
per of the people is different. It is characteristic 
Of this period that those who use a powerful fist 
for causes are not as avidly read as those who 
approach their problem with reason. The public 
is not a little weary of more than 20 years of the 
same controversy. 
Men like Dr. Hutchins are often antagonistic 
Lo the press because newspapers do not accept 
their particular line of thought. If every news­ 
paper in the United States echoed the thinking 
of Dr. Hutchins or anyone else, would the press 
be more free than It is today ? 
The main problem relating to freedom of the 
press that an editor faces today is not inside the 
newspaper but outside it. Understandably in time 
of war, an entire sector of information must be 
withheld from the public lest it interfere with 
w ar activities, give aid and comfort to the enemy, 
etc. In ordinary' circumstances, when the w ar is 
over, we return to normal procedures.

Driving Becoming 
More Hazardous, 
Costly, Is Report 


New York, July 7 Cl**— Ameri­ 
cans will buy more cars this year 
than ever before. But driving on 
the nation’! highways promises 
to become more uncomfortable, 
more hazardous and more costly. 
The U. S. Bureau of Public 
Road reports 3,366,000 miles of 
roads in the entire country. But, 
says 
the 
government 
agency, 
only 919,000 miles of highway or 
one-fourth the total are paved. 
The 
American 
Automobile 
Assn. claims one of every three 
miles of highways is unsafe for 
driving. 
Most 
American 
roads 
were 
built 20 years ago or more, when 
the automobile was still consid­ 
ered a luxury and the economy 
was at a much lower level than 
now. 
At the end of the 1930’s there 
were less than 31 million ve­ 
hicles and road travel amounted 
to about 270 billion vehicle-miles 
(number of vehicles multiplied 
by mile! they traveled). 
Gross 
national 
product 
(total 
goods 
and services produced) averaged 


about 90 billion dollars a year. 
TODAY WE HAVE 58 mil­ 
lion vehicles traveling 557 bil­ 
lion vehicle-miles a year. Modern 
cars and trucks are heavier and 
wider than their predecessors. 
The gross national product is up 
to 357 billion dollars. Yet we are 
spending less for new* roads now 
than we did in the 1930s. 
More Americans die in high­ 
way accidents than U. S. soldiers 
in battle. With the exception of 
the gas rationing periods during 
World W ar 2, between 30.000 
and 40,000 persons have been 
killed on the highways every 
year for the past 22 years, re­ 
ports the National Safety Coun­ 
cil. 
The traffic death toll in 1954 
was 36,300. If traffic volume in­ 
creases by 50 per cent in the 
next IO years, as estimated, ac­ 
cidents at the present rate will 
take 55,000 lives a year. 
SOME TRAFFIC 
specialists 
claim 
that 
highway accidents 
could be drasticaly reduced by 
improving our roads. Carl F ritts, 
vice president. Automotive Safe­ 
ty Foundation, has said that one 
life would be saved every year 
for every IO miles of construc­ 
tion in improving roads. 
Good highways are essential 
to the farm er. More than half 
of all fruits and vegetables a r­ 
rive at wholesale m arkets in 


cities and towns via trucks on 
the highway. Three out of every 
four livestock shipments move 
by truck. Of all farm products, 
nearly all spend some time on 
the 
nation’s 
highways 
before I 
reaching the dinner table. 
GOOD HIGHWAYS are vital 
for national defense, too. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has said, “in 
case of an atomic attack on our 
key cities, the road net must 
perm it quick evacuation of ta r­ 
get areas, mobilization of de­ 
fense forces and maintenance of 
every essential economic func- j 
tion. But the present system in 
critical areas w'ould be a breeder 
of 
deadly 
congestion 
within 
hours of attack.*’ 
The President’s advisory com­ 
m ittee on highways has called 
for modernizing the interstate 
highway system over the next 
IO years. This would involve im­ 
proving a 40,000 mile network 
I linking 42 state capitals and 90 
per cent of all cities of 50,000 
population or more. 
It would 
serve 65 per cent of all urban 
and 45 per cent of rural popula- 
I tion.

In a sp eech p rep ared for de­ 
liv ery at the conv ention of the 
National Education Association, 
rep resenting 52 p er cent of the 
nation’s teachers, he said that 
‘only about 2 p er cent of those 
judged mentally cap able of ob­ 
taining Ph.D. degrees do so.” 
LIBBY BLAMED the short­ 
age on “inadequate” instruction 
in the colleges and secondary 
schools, a mistaken belief that 
the fields of discov ery are nar­ 
rowing, and lack of financial re­ 
ward. 
• 
Libby said the excep tional stu­ 
dent must choose to go into tech­ 
nical 
work 
on 
non-financial 
grounds — he must hav e the de­ 
sire to discov er and “altruistic 
motiv ation.” 
Libby, on leav e himself from 
the Univ ersity of Chicago facul­ 
ty, called on the teachers to “in­ 
sp ire” the “sup erior” student to 
go on to greater things. 
HE SAID “it is v ery imp ortant 
that adequate attention always 
bo p aid to this small but imp ort­ 
ant fraction of the classes in 
mathematics and the sciences in 
high school. In many instances, 
only insp irational teaching will 
suffice. Nothing short of an at-
